New Serum Is Found 
To Battle Pneumonia 


Dr. G. W. McCoy Aided 
Development With 
Littauer Fund. 


The pledge of a New York millionaire 
to aid science in combating pneumonia, 
made four years ago following the 
death of his wife from this disease, has 
resulted in the development of a‘serum 
which, it is hoped, will reduce mate- 
rially the annual toll of 100,000 deaths 
from pneumonia, according to Dr. 
George W. McCoy, of the hygienic lab- 
oratories of the United States Public 
Health Service, who aided in develop- 
ment of the serum. 

The speed with which the serum Was 
developed by scientists was accelerated 
by contributions of funds turned over 
to them by Lucis N. Littauer, million- 
aire glove manufacturer of Gloversville, 
N. Y., and former representative from 
that district. 

The serum, Dr. McCoy said last night, 
is the refined and concentrated product 
of the serum which has been in use 
for the treatment for pneumonia for 
the last fifteen years. It is from two to 
five times as potent as the old serum, 


is not in general use. 

Although the new serum has the in- 
dorsement of the Academy of Medicine, 
Johns Hopkins University, Harvard 
Medical School, the University of Chi- 
cago, New York University, Cornell 
Medical College, the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons and other kindred 
organizations, Dr. McCoy said its per- 
fectors do not claim the serum will ac- 
complish miracles. 

“We do hope it will prove more effec- 
tive than the old serum and believe it 
a better combatative medium than its

predecessor because of its highly re- 
fined and concentrated form.” 

Dr. McCoy, who lives at 2618 Garfield 
place northwest, was one of a commit- 
tee of three named to investigate the 
probabilities of success of the new 
serum, which is’ developed by trans- 
forming germs from pneumonia victims 
into horses, which develop the anti- 
bodies composing the serum. 

Between four and six injections of 
the serum are necessary for the best 
results, Dr. McCoy said. At the pres- 
ent time there,is only enough of the 
serum to afford treatment of patients 
in Washington, Baltimore, New York, 
Chicago and Boston, but plans for its 
manufacture in large quantities have 
been made and within a short time 
sufficient serum is expected to be ready 
to be used in all the larger cities of the 
country.

Lutz Wahl Dies at Home and 
James Brattle Burbank 
at Reed Hospital. 


BOTH IN SERVICE LONG 


Two Army generals, both distinguished 
soldiers, and both of long active mili- 
tary service, died yestérday. 

Maj. Gen. Lutz Wahl, Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, died of pneumonia at 
his home, 2019 Kalorama road north- 
west, after an illness of several weeks 
A few hours later, Brig. Gen. James 
Brattle Burbank, retired, one of the 
few surviving officers of the Civil War, 
died at Walter Reed Hospital. 

Gen. Wahl is survived by his wife; 
a son Capt. George D. Wahl, Field Ar- 
tillery, stationed at Fort Leavenworth; 
a daughter, Miss Gretchen Wahl; a 
stepdaughter, Miss Fenello Castenado, 
and an infant daughter. 

Burial will be in Arlington National 
Cemetery. Detailed announcement of 
funeral arrangements will be made ia- 
ter, although the date has been tenta- 
tively-set for Wednesday, January 2. 

Gen. , Wahl was born November 2, 
1869; and was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy in 1891. 
He was appointed to the Infantry, and 
served several periods of duty in the 
Philipines, being sent there first during 
the insurrection in 1898. 

At the outbreak of the World War 
Gen. Wahl was placed in command of 
the Fifty-eighth Infantry. Fourth Di- 
vision. Early in 1918, he was detached 
from his regiment and ordered to Wash 
ington as Chief of Operations ‘section 
of the General Staff. A few months 
later, he was appointed to the rank of 
Brigadier General and joined the 
Seventh Division, where he commanded 
the Fourteenth infantry Brigade dur- 
ing all of its operations.

Immediately after word reached 
headquarters here of the arrest, Prose- 
cutor Charles H. English, of Mercer 
County, and Capt. William Nicol, 
Troop C, State police, léft for Carteret 
by automobile. It was stated they 
would bring the prisoner back to Tren- 
ton and place him in the county jail. 

In the brief conversation by tele- 
phone that followed Ware’s arrest, Maj. 
Kimberling was told that the man was

: Search Is Kept Up. 

Parchman, Miss., Dec. 30 (A.P.).— 
Charley Shepherd, negro convict, con- 
tinued today to elude the hundreds of 
men searching for two days for the 
State prison farm trusty wanted for 
abducting 18-year-old Ruth. Duvall and 
murdering her father, J. D. Duvall. 

Miss Duvall, abducted about 2 a. m. 
Friday, made her way Saturday into 
prison company No. 9, about 6 miles 
from her home on the prisor farm, and 
told of. being carried off by the negro 
and forced at rifle point to walk bare- 
footed until 10 o’clock Friday night. 
Near collapse, the high school girl had 
been ordered at that time to go to a 
negro cabin and remain there, under 
threat of death it she attempted to es- 
cape. She stayed at the house until 
Saturday morning, when she obtained 
the aid of a negro woman and walked 
to the camp. 

Told of Father's Fate. 

It was not until her arrival there 
that Miss Duvall learned of the murder 
of her father, @ carpenter sergeant at 
the farm, whose body was found early 
Friday on the floor of the dining room 
of his home. His throat had been cut 
and he had been beaten on the head. 

Search was started immediately for 
Shepherd, 41 years old, who was serv- 
ing a 20-year sentence for manslaugh- 
ter. The searching parties gradually 
were augmented until today L. T. Fox, 
State penitentiary superintendent, esti- 
mated that nearly 2,000 men, formed 
into small groups, were enlisted in the 
Man hunt. 

Shepherd was known to have had a 
rifle when he abducted Miss Duvall, 
and it was assumed he had some am- 
munition and would give battle when 
run down. He had been assigned as 
houseboy: to the Duvall home. 

Miss Duvall, highly nervous when 
she reached camp yesterday, was re- 
ported: tonight by Mr Fox to be “get- 
ting along fine.” 


Killed as He Arose. 


Mr. Fox said he believed Shepherd 
had entered the Duvall ho:ne about 2 
o'clock Friday morning to attack Miss 
Duvall and that her father, aroused 
by the intruder, had gone to investi- 
gate and had been killed by the trusty, 
who then proceeded ‘to the young 
woman’s room 

Duvall, about 60 years old, and the 
father of eight children, was dressed 
in his night garments, slippers and 
an overcoat when his body was. found. 
Mrs. Duvall. the only other occupant 
is deal and heard no 
disturbance. She awakened about 3:30 
@. m. Friday and missing her hus- 
band, started a search.

GEN. ATTERBURY SEES 
PROSPERITY INCREASE 


Benefits, Due to Research, 
Reading Plans Extensive 
Betterments Soon. 


(Associated Press.) 

The greatest operating efficiency and 
economy ever attained by the railroads 
of the country was declared yesterday 
by R. H. Aishton,. president of the 
American Railway Association. to have 
been accomplished during 1928. 

A number of operating records were 
cited by Mr. Aishton as having been 
established in the year. They included: 
Fewer trains and locomotives in pro- 
portion to the amount of traffic; the 
average load per train the highest ever 
reported, being 2.6 per cent greater in 
the first ten months of 1928 than the 
same period in 1927; the number of tons 
of freight moved 1 mile by a train per 
hour greater than ever before, and the 
greatest conservation of fuel ever re- 
ported in freight traffic. 

“This performance record has been 
largely brought about,” Mr. Aishton 
said, “by the investment of more than 
$6,500,000,000 of capital expenditures 
since 1920 for new and improved 
equipment and other facilities used for 
the transportation service.” 


Increase of Income. 


Preliminary reports for the year indi- 
cated, he continued, that the class 1 
railroads as a whole had a net railway 
operating income of $1.800,000,000, or 
a return of 4.65 per cent on their 
property investment: In 1927 the car- 
riers had an income of $1,085,000,000, a 
return of 4.28 per cent. 

Freight traffic, he reported, in 1928 
was slightly less than last year. Based 
on,the loading for the 49 weeks and 
an estimate of the remaining three 


‘weeks, 1928 was accredited’ with load-

Gen. Atterbury’s Views. 


New York, Dec. 30 (A.P.).—American 
railroads made rea] progress during 
1928, not only in improved operation 
but in a realization of the importance 
of coordinating rail, highway and air 
transportation to provide the public 
with the best available service with the 
minimum of unnecessary overlapping 
in the belief of W. W Atterbury, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Reviewing the trends of 1928, he 
said. 

“During the past year the railroads 
have also felt they have now becomeé 
sufficiently secure and the support of 
the public generally is so manifested 
through regulating authority that 
projects of expansion and development 
could be entered upon with more than 
ordinary confidence.

“More careful and extensive research

Religion Reveres True 
Science, Says Cardinal 


Hayes, Answering Plea 
For New God Idea, De- 
fends Church. 


New York, Dec, 30 (A.P.).—An an- 
swer by the church to an assertion be- 
fore a sectional meeting of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science yesterday that a revision of the 
concept of God is needed was delivered 
today by Patrick Cardinal Hayes from 
the pulpit of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
Its delivery was during special services 
in which members of the association 
were welcomed to New York and 
thanked for asking cooperation of the 
church in today’s services, 

Cardinal Hayes answered directly Dr. 
Herry Elmer Barnes, professor of his- 
torical sociology of Smith College, who 
said that there is need of a more ade- 
quate conception of God, and that “this 
newer view of God must be formulated 
in the light of contemporary astro- 
physics, which completely repudiates 
the theological and cosmological out- 
look of the Holy Scripture.” 

“It is an outrageous shock,” said Car- 
dinal Hayes, “to read in the newspapers 
today that a scientist in this city said 
that our God is a myth. 

“It is the fashion of the day to see 
conflict and contradiction between re- 
ligion and science. To some, nature is 
a blind, unknowing force, perhaps self- 
created and no doubt eternal. True 
religion revers true science, rejoicing 
in its unfolding of the beauties of na- 
ture because it makes manifest the 
omnipotent intelligence of God. 

“True religion enables us to advance 
from the visible to the invisible, from 
the finite to the infinite. Is not this 
also the aim of science? 

“Another error common today is that 
the Catholic Church is the enemy of

science. One thing the Catholic Church 
fears least. as made clear by Pius XI to 
an eminent historian, is truth, whether 
historical, scientific or economic. The 
church throughout its history has al- 
ways patronized the search for truth. 

“The Popes have always selected ws 
papal -physicians the most prominent 
men in scientific medicine. The Jesuits 
have made the greatest_ contributions 
to astronomy, ethnology and seismol- 
ogy.” 

Cardinal Hayes named great scientists 
of the Catholic Church, including “Al- 
bertus Magnus, father of botany; Co- 
pernicus, father of modern astronomy, 
and Mendel, the greatest man in mod- 
ern biology.”

REPLY BY BOLIVIA 
WILL SPEED PEACE 


Word Expected This Week; 
Paraguay Has Accepted 
Terms of Protocol. 


MINOR CHANGES. ASKED 


(Associated Press.) 

Successful conclusion within the 
week of the Pan-American arbitration 
conference’s efforts to conciliate the 
Paraguayan-Bolivian controversy was 
forecast yesterday by members of the 
conference’s special committee on this 
question in view of what they termed 
the present satisfactory progress of the 
mediating proceedings. 

Paraguay already has announced that 
it finds acceptable “in its main lines” 
the draft protocol of conciliation which 
the conference submitted. to it and to 
Bolivia for their approval. Only minor 
changes in the protocol’s wording will 
be sought by the Paraguayan govern- 
ment. 

Bolivia is expected by conference 
delegates to reply at least equally favor- 
ably very soon. As soon as the Bolivian 
enswer is received the conference’s spe- 
clal committee will meet to incorpo- 
rate the desired changes in a single 
protocol under which the conciliation 
tribunal would be appointed and under 
which this tribunal would act in recon- 
ciling the two disputing countries. 

As soon as both Bolivia. and Para- 
guay can agree upon the text of the 
conciliation protocol, the appointment 
of the judges on the conciliating tri- 
bunal will be made and the confer- 
ence will relinquish its activities in the 
controversy to this court. 

The protocol now under consideration 
providess for an international] panel of 
nine judges, two to be nominated Ly 
each of the disputing countries and 
five to be appointed by the conference 
‘itself. 

Its duties would be to investigate 
the causes and responsibilities of the 
recent boundary clashes between Bo- 
livian and Paraguayan. forces, Six 
months would be allowed it to investi- 
gate and to attempt conciliation with 
an additional] six months if necessary. 

If at the end of this second period 
conciliation were still impossible then

GANG BULLETS. 
FROM FAST CAR 
KILL 2, HURT 


Two Women Are Wounded, 
One Paralyzed by Fire’ 
of Roadster. 


ARMISTICE IS ENDED 
IN PHILADELPHIA WAR 


Three Cars Are Involved in 
Fight; Feud Revival Seen 
After Period of Peace. 


Camden, N. J., Dec. 30 (United Press). 
Philadelphia's gang war, in which an 
apparent armistice had been observed 
during a grand jury’s investigation of 
underworld conditions, flared out mur- 
derously today and caused the death of 
two men. and injury to three men and 
two young women. 

Two motor cars were speeding along 
the Black Horse pike near Crescent 
boulevard when a yellow roadster, ac- 
celerated sharply, raced by them. A 
volley from the roadster, believed to 
have been fired from shotguns, riddled 
both automobiles. Two men were taken 
from the cars dead. Three other men 
and two women were wounded. : 

The dead men were identified ag Jo- 
seph Cusano, 21, and Nicholas Celebre, 
29. Celebre was proprietor of a pool- 
room. 

The wounded women were Miss Phyl- 
lis Pizzzolo, 20, and Miss Eleanor Mc- 
Devitt, 19. Miss-Pizzollo was shot in 
the back. Her spine was injured and 
she was paralyzed from the waist down. - 
Her condition ts serious. Miss McDeviit 
was wounded slightly in one hand. 

After treatment she was taken to 
Camden County Jail as a material wit- 
ness. 

The wounded men were Peter Zecco, 
24: Samuel Orlando, 19, and Daniel Del- 
giorno, said by. police to be known also 
as “Dannie :Day.” All involved were 
Philadelphians. 


. Returning From Inn. 


Delgiorno Zecco and the young wom- 
en were in one coupe, returning to 
Philadelphia, police said, from an inn 
at Chews Landing. Behind them were 
Celebre, Orlando, Cusano and @ fourth 
man. who has not been found, in an- 
other coupe. 

The yellow roadster drove up with 
three men in it. They opened fire at 
Cusano’s car. Cusano dropped over the 
wheel dead at the first volley. The 
driverless car plunged isto a ditch be- 
side the road, struck a telegraph pole, 
swung around over the edge of an open 
field and overturned into the ditch. 
The roadster slowed and volleys were 
fired into the wrecked car. 

Delgiorno’s car, ahead, had put on 
speed at sound of the first shots. The 
yellow roadster overtook it. Miss Mc- 
Devitt received her wound when she 
raised a curtain on the rear window of 
the coupe. , 

Delgiornio, when he was shot, halted, 
then ran. He and Orlando, police said, 
appeared later at the home of Charles 
Featherer, in Haddon Township, asked 
him to get them an automobile quickly 
and warned him not to call the police.

Featherer, however, notified the Au- 
dubon. police, and Sergt. Mark Single- 
ton, arriving on the scene, found the 
bodies of Cusano and Celebre in their 
wrecked car. 

Both bodies were riddled, apparently 
by heavy slugs fired from shotguns. 
From the amount of lead fired, police 
said, the shotguns must have been of 
repeating type. No weapons were 
found on any victim. 

Police sent an alarm for the roadster 
to police at the Camden-Philedelphia 
Bridge over the Delaware River, but no 
sign was seen of it. 

County detectives went to the Chews 
Landing Inn and came back with Rich- 
ard Dougherty, proprietor; Bennie 
Williams, of Camden, master of cere- 
monies at the inn, and Al Wagner, 
claimed by police to be a gangster with 
a prison record. All were taken to be 
questioned.

Harry MacNeill Bland, art dealer, and 
sold by him to Edward 8S. Moore, New 
York financier and art collector. The 
Ames canvas was well known, but fre- 
quent sale of it had resulted tn its ap- 
parent loss. Mr. Bland traced it through 
fiies of Dr. Joshua Van Cott. in whose 
home it was found, but who was him- 
self unaware of its value.

When Herbert Hoover is inaugurated 
President of the United States March

These are Mark Thistlewaite, vice 
chairman; Harola Phillips, vice chair- 
man; James Prestom, chairmen sub- 
committee on press, photographers and 
radio accommodations; Andrew May, 
chairman subcommittee on  photog- 
raphers and sound films; C. B. Graham, 
chairman subcommittee on broadcast- 
ing. 

Thursday the general inaugural com- 
mittee will meet, at which time a num- 
ber of important matters will be pre- 
sented for consideration. These will 
include the plans of.the parade com- 
mittee and estimates of costs required 
by each of the various committees to 
carry out their, parts of the program. 


Greece Will Assist 
Refugee Financing 


Officials to Advance Fund, 
to Be Repaid When 
U.S. Senate Acts. 


Athens. Dec. 30 (A.P.).—The minister | 
of finance has informed the refugees "| 
settlement commission that the govern- 
ment will advance tunds, suflicient to 


continue work until the United States 
Senate has ratified the debt agreement 
and an American loan of $12,.500.000 is 
handed to the commission, The aa- 
vance by the Greek government would 
then be repaid. 

It is said that if the American Senate 
does not ratify the agreement within six 
weeks the funds of the coramission will 
will be exhausted. Several Thracian 
and Macedonian offices already have 
closed because of lack of funds, 

Premier Venizelos has proposed to the 
governor of the national bank that the 
question of the reserve of the bank be 
settled by the government taking 560,- 
000,000 drachmas, leaving the bank 
575,000,000. The bank has not made 
public its answer.

Mr. Horst, a laborer. said 
that he had no money to pay for ran- 
som and discounted the idéa that ab- 
ductors knowingly carried away his 
child 

The young son of Horst’s wealthy 
neighbors is said to beag a striking re- 
semblance to Melvin, who early Thurs- 
day evening disappeared. He had been 
playing with a chum not far from his 
home and started home about supper 
time, pulling a little express wagon. 
Apparently he had reached the yard of 
his home, for the wagon was found 
there. 

If kidnapers were lying in walt in 
the neighborhood, {t ta entirely. possi- 
ble that they mistook the Horst boy for 
the neighbor’s son and carried him 
away without cAscovering the mistake, 
officials said. 

Nearly every foot of ground in the 
village and the territory for miles 
around was scoured and not a clew was 
found. Rewards totaling $1,600 have 
been offered for the safe return of the 
boy. /

Thrusting new elements into the mys- 
tery of the massacre of five members 
of the family of J. W. Vanderburg, 
wealthy Gaston County farmer, near 
here early Friday attorneys for Jacob 
Vanderburg, 17, sole survivor, today an- 
nounced that every effort would be 
made to prove that the slaying was 
done by an enemy of the older Vander- 
burg. 

Jacob Vanderburg is held in the Jail 
here On suspicion of having slain his 
father, mother, two sisters and broth- 
er and then set fire to their home in 
an effort to burn the bodies. He was 
not permitted to go to their funeral 
at Hickory yesterday afternoon. 


Lawyer Is Permitted. 


Soon after the coroner’s inquest had 
been postponed until January 5, young 
Vanderburg engaged three attorneys, 
headed by Marvin Ritch, of Charlotte. 
Rich, due to the fact that the youth is 
a minor, secured a court order from 
Superior Judge Harding approving the 
employment. 

The first move of the attorney was 
to employ a private detective to work 
inebehalf of the defense. He announced 
also that a second ax had been found 
in the ruins of the house. The Vander- 
burgs are believed to have been killed 
with an ax found in the ruins at the 
spot where the bedrooms of the home 
are located. The second ax, Mr. Ritch 
said, was found under the ruins of 
the kitchen near the spot where the 
suspected youth says he placed it 
when he took it into the house Thurs- 
day night. 

“I have several eye-witnesses to the 
fact that a small boy dug a second ax 
out of the ashes by the kitchen stove,” 
said Mr. Ritch, in announcing the find- 
ing of the second ax. “It was rignt 
where Jacob Vanderburg said he left 
his ax when he brought it into the 
house Thursday night to keep it from 
being stolen.” 


Hints At a Motive. 


Declaring the State could not prove 
a motive for the killing the attorney 
said that he could “show that another 
could have had a motive.” “I do nov 
yet possess the evidence to show that 
such a motive that I have in mind im- 
pelled the individual I have in mind 
to Kill and burn. In my opinion the 
killings were the culmination of a long- 
standing feud and a burning desire to 
redress old-time grievances.”

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LOWER TARIFF RATE 
DEMANDED BY HULL 


Republican Policy Brings a 
Chal-lenge From Former 
Democrat Leader. 


SMITH PLAN REPUDIATED 


(United Press.) 

Representative Cordell Hull, of Ten- 
nessee, former Democratic national] 
committee chairman, yesterday repu- 
diated the Gov. Smith campaign tariff 
stand in a statement demanding down- 
ward revision and predicting a dire eco- 
nomic future if another Republican 
tariff increase is made. He challenged 


the Republican doctrine that prosper- 
ity is due to the tariff. 

New and changed postwar conditions 
demand foreign markets rather than 
excessive tariff protection, he _ said, 
characterizing present rates as too high. 
This contradicts the stand made during 
the campaign by Smith, who advocated 
what he called a comparative tariff, 
and promised to give the farmer pro- 
tection as well as industry. 

Hull framed his statement, as! a party 
document, calling on the Democratic 
party to combat with all its strength 
the Republican proposal to revise the 
tariff upward, 


Opposes Methed of Getting Rates. 


“The Republican practice of accept- 
ing large campaign funds from tariff 
beneficiaries and later permitting them 
to come to Washington and write their 


own rates on the plea that the tariff 
must be revised by its friends should 
be met by a Democratic challenge and 
a demand that Congress, o the exercise 
of its own functions and prerogatives, 
shall write the rates,” Hull sald. 

Here again Hull differed from Smith, 
who proposed that Congress should 
change tariff rates on the advice of 
@ nonpartisan tariff commission more 
expert than the present one. Hull is 
regarded as one of the most expert pol- 
iticlans of .the minority party, both in 
economics and party maneuvering. He 
was considered at the Houston con- 
vention for the Vice Presidency, and 
he has a strong following in the South- 
ern branches of the party. 

As a minority member of the ways 
and means committee, which will open 
& seven-week seriss tariff hearin 
January 7 as a prelimin 
tariff bill, Hull will lead t 
to the measure. His statement, going 
at length into the international situa- 
tion, left no doubt he considers further 
tariff increases as ruinous economic- 
ally. 


Conditions Changed Since 1914. 


“American economic policy can no 
longer ignore the fact that since 1914 
we have changed from a debtor and 
small-surplus nation to the greatest 
creditor and actual or potential sur- 
plus-producing nation in the world; 
that, due, not to tariff, but to our su- 
perior labor, machinery, horsepower 
and to mass production, we maintain 
higher wages and living standards and 
lower production costs in an increas- 
ing number of industries, than any 
other country,” Hull said. 

American high wages and living 
standards originated in the automo- 
bile, building, railroad and other “un- 
protected” industries, he asserted. Hull 
also said “real wages’’-—based on buy- 
ing power—-have increased only 21% 
per cent since 1923. Tariffs merely 
transfer wealth from one class to an- 
other without affecting the total of 
a nation’s wealth, he argued. He said 
America’s productive capacity is 25 
per cent above its consuming power.

Survey of Recent Elections by 
Voters League Shows 15 
State Senators. 


TOTAL OF 145 REPORTED 


The National League of Women 
Voters yesterday announced „that 4 
Nation-wide survey of November elec- 
tion results shows substantial gains 
for women in State legislatures, and’ 
Republican women won more honors 
than the Democrats. 

One hundred and forty-five women 
will sit in the various State legisla- 


tures, elected in November. This is 
a gain of 19 over the record estab- 
lished in the legislatures of 1927 and 
1928, when 126 were on the rosters. 
The_politics of the 145 women in the 
new legislatures is: Republicans, 100; 
Democrats, 38; no party designation, 
5; non-partisan, 2. 

Connecticut leads all other states 
with the largest number of women in 
the legislature; she has 20, compared 
with 15 in 1926. 

Fifteen women will serve as State 
senators. A dozen women have been 
reelected to their fourth term. 

Gains were made in Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, Nevada, North Dakota, 
South Carolina, Texas, Utah, Vermont, 
West Virginia and Washington. 

Sixty-eight women who sat in the 
last State legislatures were reelected 
this year. 

Ten states have no women legisla- 
tors. They are: Alabama, Delaware, 
Idaho, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Michigan, North Carolina, South 
Dakota and Tennessee,

the Prohibition Amendment made 
known yesterday that it has $100,000 at 
least to spend for ite cause in 1929. 
This amount has been appropriated, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Henry 
H. Curran, president, to enable a staff 
of trained researchers to go searching 
into the fields of economic, sociological, 
political, biological and “other related 
sciences” for “fundamental truths con- 
cerning the Causes, effect and results 
of this Nation's nine-year trial of pro- 
hibition.” 

“Facts favoring the contentions of 
the advocates of prohibition—if duly 
determined by this research—will be 
reported as openmindedly as facts sus- 
taining the opposition,” it was stated. 

The fact that ite researchers had not 
had time to go into these fields before 
was the reason given during the cam 
paign by the association to zealous 
Smith adherents for not taking sides 
with the governor, 

It was futile to get at fundamental 
facts during the hectic campaign days, 
the association made known at the 
time, so ſt just held itself aloof, but 
with a promise that it would be heard 
from when the campaign was at an end. 

This attitude was, of course, in con- 
trast to that of the Antisaloon League 
and other dry organizations which held 
they already had the facts, fundamen- 
tal and otherwise, and enthusiastically 
supported Mr. Hoover. ,

Chaplain Holds Rites on Deck 
of Utah as Southern Cross 
Sinks Lower in Sky. 


AIR LINES TO SOUTH TOPIC 


Aboard U. S. 8S. Utah, En Route to 
Hampton Roads, Dec. 30 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent-elect. Hoover tonight had reached 
the halfway mark of his homeward voy- 
age from Rio de Janeiro. 

The President-elect spent a quiet 
Sunday morning. With Mrs. Hoover, he 
attended services on the upper deck of 
the Utah, where Chaplain H. E. Roun- 
tree prayed for God’s blessing upon 
President Coolidge and the man who 
will succeed him in office March 4, The 
chaplain asked that the President-elect 
be given the power of discernment arid 
understanding to meet all the exacting 
demands of his high office. Hymns 
were sung by the sailors assembled on 
deck, the selections including “On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,” “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee” and “Rock of Ages.” 

The sermon theme was “Regeneta- 
tion,” and Chaplain Rountree said na- 
ture gives unending examples of re- 
birth and transformation, which in the 
moral and spiritual world have their 
counterpart in the regeneration of sin- 
ners. By divine grace, he continued, 
the man who seeks, spiritual regenera- 
tion may be certain he can attain a 
new life. 


Batttleship Quits Equator, 


At noon Sunday the Utah was at a 
point north latitude 8.54, west longi- 
tude, 43.30, a distance of 2,441 miles 
from Hampton Roads and about 1,000 
miles off the Venezuelan coast, almost 
parallel with the mouth oi the Orinoco 
River. The North Star Polaris has been 
picked up and the Southern Cross is 
seen lower and lower nightly as the 
battleship advances northward of the 
equator. 

The Utah continues in northeast 
trade winds, but the squalls of recent 
days have been absent. ‘The sea today 
was very smooth and the tropical heat 
continued, but it was relieved by light 
breezes. 

The battleship developed slight trou- 
ble in one boiler for about an hour and 
a half last night, but another boiler 
was put in commission quickly. The 
trouble was described by officers as of 
a minor routine character. After it was 
remedied, the speed was increased to 
about fifteen knots for the vurpose of 
regaining the lost time. 

The need of the deveiopment of high- 
Ways and airlines, rather than a Pan- 
American railroad system, as the means 
for quick and economical communica- 
tion between North and South America 
is one of the impressions of President- 
elect Hoover and his associates, result- 
ing from his good will tour. 

While the President-elect did not 
discuss this subject for publication, it 
is known that he talked about it with 
the officials of most of the Central 
and South American countries which 
he visited. Mr. Hoover, furthermore, 
has made an intensive study of the 
whole problem, with the view of bring- 
ing the United States and the Latin 
American republics closer together for 
mutual benefits, commercially as well 
as culturally, 

The west coast of South America ts 
regarded as the section where develop- 
ment of both a Pan-American chain 
of highways and a continent-to-conti- 
nent airway cotuld be brought about 
more feasibly, since the uncharted 
jungles of tropical Brazil seem to pre- 
clude the possibilities of these com- 
munication means on the east coast, 
at le_st for years to come. 


Railroad Too Expensive. 


The proposed Pan-American railroad, 
which has been discussed by all Pan- 
American conferences since 1919, is 
believed to be so costly as to be un- 
justified in view of chegper water 
rates. It is likewise recognized that the 
needs of most countries on the west 
coast of South America are for rail- 
roads reaching from the coast into the 
interior regions rather than to parallel 
the shore line. 

The greater development of Ameri- 
can shipping to South America also is 
regarded as highly desirable, but dif- 
ficulties are presented, in the opinion 
of members of the Hoover party on 
the East coast in the competition of 
the fast, luxurious liners of European 
countries, particularly of France and 
Germany, operating from New York 
to Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires. 
Here again the best American Oppor- 
tunities appear to lie in west coast 
development, since that coast is on an 
almost’direct line with New York. 

The west coast of the United States 
Is considered as advantageous for com- 
merce with the western South Ameri- 
can republics, from which come its 
necessary tropical supplies and to 
which it could send finished materials 
as natural counterbalances for these 
imports. 


Highway Programs Studied. 


Mr. Hoover was greatly interested on 
his tour in the highway building prog- 
ress in South America. In the coun- 
tries that he visited he was informed 
that Salvador, Costa Rica, Peru and 
Chile on the west coast have definite 
road building programs, as have Uru- 
guay and Brazil on the east coast. Ar- 
gentina appears to have no definite pro- 
gram, since the central section of that 
country already has a system of well- 
conected railroads and there are 400 
miles of paved highways from Buenos 
Aires to shore resorts. 

Mexico,, Guatemala, Honduras and 
Nicaragua were said to be without 
bullding programs, but Colombia and 
Venezuela are understood to have defi- 
nite programs. 

A Pan-American highway through 
‘Latin America down the west coast of 
South America would be one of the 
most beautiful scenic roads in the 
world and one of the most interesting 
historically, since it would traverse ter- 
ritory made: famous in the building of 
the present civilization of the southern 
continent. 


Road Engineers Hopeful. — 


The United States already has in- 
itiated Pan-American conferences on 
highway development and the first of 
these gatherings, which was attended 
by 140 South American engineers, has 
stimulated much interest in the 
Southern continent in road building.

Development of Eryops. 


Dr. Gregory described the great 
achievement of the ictidopsis, whose re- 
mains have been found in triassic rocks 
in South Africa, as one of the first ant- 
mals to develop a heat-making mech- 
anism changing its family from cold to 
warm blooded. 

Describing the development of the 
Erypos, a primitive quadruped, Dr. 
Gregory said: 

“At first the limbs sprawled widely 
at the side to prevent lateral upsetting. 
This clumsy mode of progression on 
land was all well enough for the slug- 
gish and cold-blooded early amphibians 
and reptiles. But in the series of 
mammal-like reptiles extending from 
the middle permian to the upper 
triassic of South Africa, we observe a 
marked approach toward the energetic 
and restless mammalian type, which, 
thanks to many detailed improvements 
in the entire organism, was able to 
raise its body well above the ground. 
Finally in the mammals, the higher 
rate of metabolism enabled certain 
lines to invade the trees and run along 
the branches. 


Traces Eons of Development. 


“By middle eocene times the marks of 
adaptation to locomotion in the trees 
were deeply stamped upon the bones 
of the hands and feet, which were of 
the limp-grasping type preserved in 
the modern lemurs. 

“The heavy penalties against clumsi- 
ness in the trees put high premiums 
upon the production of such sure- 
footed, sure-handed, keen-eyed daring 
climbers and leapers as the monkeys. 

“To a pecullar habit of leaping like 
a trapeze artist with arms held above 
the head, Sir Arthur Keith gave the 
name of brachiation. There is strong 
reason to infer that it was by means 
of this habit, at least in the earlier 
Stages, that nature rescued us from 
monkeyhood. Taking our alert ances- 
tors by the hand, she lifted them up 
and bade them walk like men, and to 
use their own hands and train to work 
out their own salvation. 


Cites Contempt for Monkeys. 


“The traditions and prejudices of 
civilized man in al] lands, his contempt 
for his ‘poor relation, the apes and 
the monkeys, his pronounced egocen- 
trism, his colossal superiority complex, 
all prepure him to rejéct the Darwinian 
account of creation as insulting alike 
to the dignity of God and to the honor 
of man, He must save his face, even if 
he has to hide his head in the sand. 

“The paleontologic record, imperfect 
ag it is, fully accords with the zoolozic 
and angtomical evidence that there hag 
been a general sequence of vertebrate

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THE TRACTION MERGER. 


A statement setting forth the attitude of the 
local traction corporations toward the Maltbie 
report on the proposed merger is now in the 
hands of the Senate committee on the District 
The statement is signed by 
Messrs. Hanna, Ham and Wilson, representing, 
respectively, the Capital Traction Co., the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. and the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. The essential 
feature. of the statement is tho insistence by 
the companies that Congress shall fix a valua- 
tion of . $50,000,000 upon the consolidated 
properties, as a base upon which to establish 
yates. The companies, however, are apparently 
willing to waive the proviso that this valua- 
tion shall be: binding for ten years. They 
seem to be willing to go forward with the mer- 
ger, provided the $50,000,000 valuation shall 
be fixed in the law, to be effective until a new 
Valuation has been made. 

The argument supporting the insistence 
upon a fixed valuation is that the companies 
now have rights under existing valuations 
which would be waived if the merger should 
be effected without fixing a valuation upon 
the consolidated properties. 

-It does not appear probable that Congress 
will embody in the merger act a valuation in 
excess of the total separate valuations already 
made. These amount to $48,300,000. The 
companies’ statement does not make clear why 
a larger valuation is stipulated as a condition 
of.merger. In the opinion of some senators 
it: would be impracticable for Congress to fix 
a valuation, and they are disposed to substi- 
. tute a proviso that would refer valuation and 
‘yate-fixing functions to the Public Utilities 
‘Commission, with the usual right of appeal. 

If a merger is to effect economies which 
may make it possible to reduce fares, it seems 
to be inconsistent to demand a valuation that 
might result in an order authorizing increased 
fares. The public would like universal trans- 
fers, a rerouting of cars, and other advantages 
attainable- by a merger, but it is not willing 
to pay more than is now charged for street 
car and bus service. The merger must pri- 
marily promote public convenience at equal or 
lower rates. With this object accomplished 
the companies would be entitled to enjoy the 
benefits of consolidation: but if this primary 
object is not to be attained there is no public 
reason justifying the merger. 

“The Sénate committee recognizes the fact 
that unified traction service would promote 
public convenience, but it has given no indi- 
dation that it will favor any arrangement that 
might require the public to pay extra for this 
improved service.

HOME RULE FOR INDIA. 


-Itis a proud boast in England that the sun 
never sets on British dominions. In India, 
where 300,000,000 people chafe under British 
rhie, there is less pride in the extent of this 
cdlonial empire. As 6,000 delegates ass¢mble 
at Calcutta for the annual Indian national 
cOngress, which seeks home rule for India, 
there is.international interest in the question 
as to whether the world’s last great colonial 
empire can hold together. 

“India is the most serious problem in the 
British colonial policy at present. Other parts 
of the empire, including Canada, Australia, 
South Africa and New Zealand, have their own 
governments, and are all but independent of 
the mother country. England has no unified 
_ colonial policy, as each of the territories pre- 
* sents an entirely different problem. Conces- 
sions have been granted in India, but the 
Indian ' leaders are not satisfied and there is 
a concerted effort to obtain complete separa- 
tion from England. 

Aroused by advocates of independence, the 
peasants of India are carrying out a boycott 
on British-made goods. Bonfires of British

AMERICA TAKING THE LEAD. 


Commercial aviation was developed in Eu- 
rope as an after effect of the World War. 
With hundreds of military planes rendered 


useless overnight and with hundreds of war- 
trained pilots anxious to keep on flying it was 
but natural that Europe should have turned 
immediately to commercial flying. The United 
States lagged behind. There was no huge sur- 
plus of military planes and no. considerable 
group of trained fliers. Men of vision, however, 
realized that the strides aviation had taken in 
Europe would be equaled or exceeded in the 
United States, and they laid plans accord- 
ingly. - The air mail system was organized and 
it quickly became a marvel of efficiency and 
service. Today the United States need bow 
its head to no nation as surpassing it in the 
development of commercial air service. 

It is announced that in June, 1929, there 
will be established the first strictly night-flown 
air mail system in Europe. It will be modeled 
directly upon American air mail lines. Be- 
tween London and Stockholm, by way of Am- 
sterdam and Malmo, a distance of 1,000 miles, 
American planes, powered with American 
motors, will follow an air lane lighted with 
American beacons. The service is being In- 
stituted by the A. B. Aerotransport of Sweden, 
and the decision to adopt American equipment 
was based on the efficiency of the American 
Air Mail Service. There is nothing in Europe, 
say officials of the company, to equal the mail 
planes that have been purchased for this route. 

The United States is becoming the aeronau- 
tical leader of the world. American pas- 
senger carrying air lines are not yet equal to 
those in operation in Europe, but new pas- 
senger services are rapidly developing. In the 
meantime, the American air mail system stands 
as a model for the world, and American air- 
plane factories are turning out ships that are 
finding ready acceptance in foreign markets. 


THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


Representative Britten, of Illinois, plans to 


| introduce next month a bill designed to put 


the metric system of weights and measures 
into effect in the United States. The bill would 
require the use of the metric system in all 
buying and selling and would seek to further 
the education of the public in the use of metric 
units of measurement so that ultimately they 
could be installed in all factories, offices and 
homes. 

The metric system is much superior to the 
hodge-podge system of weights and measures 
utilized in the United States. The former is 
scientifically conceived, and all units, whether 
of weight, length or volume, are definitely 
interrelated. The latter follows neither 
rhyme nor reason. An inch bears no relation 
to an ounce or a gill, nor do the units in linear, 
liquid or weight measurements follow a regu- 
lar progression. Americans have to memorize 
their system of weights and measures, and 
these vary in different States. Wherever the 
metric system is in effect, it is necessary only 
to learn the terms of measurement and their 
definite relationships. 

The metric system is utilized in the United 
States generally only in the monetary systems. 
Certain industries have adopted it, however, 
and in laboratories, where exact measurement 
and easy computation is absolutely necessary, 
it is used exclusively. Its use gradually is 
being extended, but it is not likely thatthe 
metric system will be generally adopted until 
Congress passes legislation to that end. The 
measure Representative Britten will introduce, 
however, is to be regarded only as a gesture. 
Additional education will be necessary before 
Congress can be persuaded to act upon the 
measure, 


CALENDAR CHANGES. 


Representative Sol Bloom, of New York, 
has taken the lead in the opposition that is 
developing toward the adoption of a simplified 
calendar. He says that the reformed calendar 
would prevent the fixed recurrence of Sun- 
days and certain religious holidays and “‘would 
mean utter chaos” for Jews, Christians, Mo- 
hammedans and others. ‘“‘There are certain 
difficulties in our present system of time- 
keeping which should be eliminated,”’ he says, 
“and I am heartily in favor of having the 
President take the initiative now in calling an 
international conference with this in view. 
However, the substitute plan for a new cal- 
endar which is now being broached by Mr. 
George Eastman, of Rochester, is a proposal 
which must resist.” 

Mr. Bloom’s objection centers in the so— 
called zero days—days that would be as- 
signed to no month, but which must be in- 
serted into the new calendar for the purpose 
of making it synchronize with ‘the solar year. 
A zero day once a year, he asserts, would 
serve to move the true Sabbath back one day 
each year. In 1933, the year it is planned 
to put the new ealendar into effect, the Jew- 
ish Sabbaths would fall as they should, on 
Saturdays, but in ees ‘they would fall on 
Fridays. 

If the present calendar is to be looked 
upon as accurately registering “‘true” days 
of the week, there is much to be said in favor 
of Mr, Bloom’s argument. Consideration of 
its history, however, leads to the conclusion 
that the present calendar does not register 
‘‘true” days. 

Julius Caesar, in B. C. 45, —— the 
Roman calendar so that thereafter every 
fourth year should contain 366 days, and all 
other years 365 days. The intercalary day

day ore the Kalends of March. He also 
changed the beginning of the year from the 
first of. March to the first of January. The 
average length of the Julian year is therefore 


365% days, which, however, is too long. by. 


11 minutes and 14 seconds. This would ac- 
cumulate in 400 years to about three days. In 
A. D. 1582, the Gregorian calendar was intro- 
duced by Pope Gregory XIII, with the view of 
keeping the equinox to the same day of the 
year. Only such centurial years as were 
—— divisible by 400 contained 366 
days. — ‘of the mean Gregorian year, 
— 2 5 


years, 
cepted by England and her colonies until 1752, 


‘when the rule for Easter day was established 


and the equinox occurred on March 21, Sep- 
tember 3,.1752, was called September 14, and 
at the same time the commencement of the 
legal year was changed from March 26 to 


January 1, so that the year 1761 lost the 


months of January and February and the first 
24 days pf March. The Gregorian calendar 
was not adopted by Turkey until 1917, by 
the Soviet until 1918, by Roumania until 
1919, and by Greece and the Greek Church 
until 1923. 

Jews and Christians marked their religious 
days by the faulty Julian calendar through 
many years after the more reliable Gregorian 
calendar had been introduced. But even the 
latter is not perfect. Because of the error 
it contains, it does not register “‘true’’ days, 
and even though the error is almost infinites!- 
mal it stands in the same light as the so-called 
zero day contemplated in the Eastman cal- 
endar, 

There is no reason to assume that there is, 
or could be, such a thing as a “true” day of 
the week. After all, particularly in view of 
the several upheavals the present calendar has 
survived, the celebration of certain days apart 
from others is governed by custom and tradi- 
tion. The new calendar would not affect the 
celebration of religious holidays any more than 
the Gregorian calendar did. Even under the 
calendar now in use it will be necessary ulti- 
mately to insert an extra day for the purpose 
of “catching up,” which would have just as 
much effect upon recurring religious holidays 
as the so-called zero day to which Mr. Bloom 
objects. 


CAUSE OF APPENDICITIS. 
Frequently the hopes of the human family 
have been raised by reports of discoveries 
of revolutionary cures for serious ailments, 


only to have them dashed to earth by the acid 
test. Therefore Dr. Frank C. Henry’s theory 
of the cause of appendicitis, and his discov- 
ery of a supposed preventive therefor, meets 
with skepticism. But if, after clinical test 
upon a comprehensive scale, the theory is 
found sound, the discovery will be chronicled 
as one of the most important in the history 
of medicine. 

Dr. Henry is convinced that the cause of 
appendicitis is a mysterious parasite, the pin- 
worm or oxyurides, so small that it can be 
observed only through high-powered micro- 
scopes. These pinworms, he believes, are 
transmitted by contact between individuals, 
or they may be taken into the system through 
the mouth or the skin. It is his theory that 
these parasites are the original cause of ap- 
pendicitis, and that the principal reason why 
they have not been discovered before is that 
they are destroyed in the suppuration of the 
appendix. Physicians, as a general thing, do 
not operate for appendicitis until after .sup- 
puration has taken place. 

Incipient cases are treated internally by Dr. 
Henry, and he claims that by attacking the 
pinworms he has been able to effect innumer- 
able cures. When the disease reaches the ad- 
vanced stage, it is necessary, of course, to 
operate. 

Appendicitis is one of the few diseases 
that are becoming increasingly prevalent and 
fatal. In 1912 the death rate per 100,000 
population in the United States was 11.6, and 
each year has shown an increase, until in 1925 
the rate was 15.1. Obviously it is highly de- 
sirable that the true nature of appendicitis be 
discovered and that means be found to com- 
bat it. Dr. Henry’s theory should be tested 
out thoroughly by philanthropical agencies 
interested in extending the human life-span. 


STOPPING CRIME AT THE SOURCE. 


In the days of pioneering in the West when 
the Indian was a source of terror to traveling 
companies and scattered communities, some of 
the more astute Jeaders found that it was 
cheaper to feed the natives than to fight them. 
Today the Indian has been all too completely 
subdued, and the only threats against life and 
property come from organized criminals who 
inhabit the larger cities of the country. It 
is hardly practical to try to appease these 
enemies of society by feeding them, but it is 
practical to rid the country of habitual crimi- 
nals by correction of conditions that schoo) 
them in crime. 

Long ago sociologists found a close relation- 
ship between_crime and poverty. Youngsters 
in crowded city slums find no outlet for their 
energy, have little to occupy their attention, 
and fall easy victims of habits that lead them 
into crime careers. It has been demonstrated 
that a vast majority of boys will grow into 
law-abiding citizens if they are given proper 
training in youth. Such training is now af- 
forded boys {n the average home, but it is seri- 
ously lacking in undesirable sections of large 
cities. Manhattan Island has 161,000 boys be- 
tween 7 and 18 years of age, and only 68,000 
of them have facilities for sports, amusements 
and wholesome social contact. 

A similar situation was found to exist in 
Chicago, and $5,000,000 is being spent to cor- 
rect it. The money will be used to erect 25 
boys’ club buildings which will form juvenile 
community centers in congested districts. In 
these clubs youngsters will find a place to 
swim, to play, to read and to develop their tal- 
ents in handcrafts. Such institutions gen- 
erally provide sound moral background for 
youths. An important source of future crime 
should thus be eliminated. , 

Records of the boys’ clubs now operated in 
Chicago show that a lad who is given this 
training has one chance to get into trouble 
where other boys have 35.: The Boy Scout 
organization and similar bodies show remark- 


able records of keeping boys out of serious, 


mischief. There can be no more profitable 


investment by any community than in future 
‘good citizenship of this kind. — 


Charles U. Tuttle, United: States attorney 
at New York, estimates that there are 300,000 
hardened criminals in| the United States. They 


are responsible for most of the country’s 9,000 
homicides and for loss of property worth mil- 


lions of dollars. In addition millions are spent 
to protect society from their agtivities. There 
is little hope of reclaiming: these men as re- 
spectable citizens. But there is opportunity to 
cut off the source of habitual criminals.. It is

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Your 
editorial, “The War on Crime,” in your 
issue of the 25th instant hit the nail 
squarely on the head, and should 
awaken the public to the serious law- 
less situation, not only in our commu- 
nity, but throughout the Nation. 1 
sincerely hope it May be read and acted 
upon by investigators, prosecutors, 
judges and all others having to do with 
the punishment of criminals, as it 
froes to the very heart of a matter that 
vitally affects the safety of society. 

The Post is a great, clean and ably 
edited newspaper, having powerful in- 
fluence throughout the territory it 
serves. When it speaks the people 
listen, therefore, you rendered a dis- 
tinct public service by warning your 
readers of the danger that confronts 
them. 

As a former practitioner in criminal 
courts, assistant to a noted railroad 
lawyer, and investigator for two 
branches of the Government service, 
I have, for more than 30 years, made a 
careful study of the crime situation 
from one end of this country to the 
other, as well as in two foreign coun- 
tries, I have peeped behind the cur- 
tain, so to speak, and beheld the rami- 
fications and mechanics of crime, many 
times at the risk of both my life and 
reputation, to get information first 
hand, and am able to assert, without 
fear of successful contradiction, that 
a gigantic crime ring, well organized, 
financed and defended, with lookouts 
and shadows on every hand, is slowly 
but surely encircling our Nation and 
hewing away the very foundations of 
the Government under which we live. 
From Canada to Mexico, and from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, 1 have looked 
behind the scenes and. observed the 
inner workings of the illicit liquor, sale 
and smuggling of dope, white slavery. 
automobile stealing, smuggling of im- 
migrants and merchandise, handbook 
business and found its ramifications 
to be so strong and far reaching that 
the arm of the law seems powerless to 
strike it down. It is but just that 1 
should say that, so far as I was able to 
observe, both Federal and State auth- 
orities are putting forth every effort 
to stem the tide of lawlessness, but 
appear impotent and unable to cope 
with the situation, 

A constant stream of dangerous, un- 
desirable aliens, narcotic drugs, whisky 
and foreign-made merchandise flows 
over our northern and southern borders 
and the criminal business of bootleg- 
ging, dope peddling, auto stealing, 
bookmaking, murder, white slavery, 
flourishes in this fair 
land of ours like a green bay tree.

“The day when sociglly prominent 
women did nothing but plan teas and 
balls has passed. They now allow ptrely 
social activities to fill only a portion of 
their time. Much of their energy is 
spent in charitable or political work 
and often in business enterprise.” 

Mrs. Whitehouse was prominent in 
suffrage work in New York State and 
served as chairman of the State com- 
mittee for several yedrs. In 1917 she 
went to Switzerland as Government 
agent to organize a branch of the corm- 
mittee on public information. In 1921 
she entered the leather bupiness be- 
cause she “preferred activity to leisure.” 
Her espousal of business caused quite 
a ripple in social circles; a number of 
society women followed directly in her 
footsteps. 

She is the wife of Norman DeR 
Whitehouse, head of a brokerage firm 
and son of an old and wealthy New 
York family. 


Says “Wildness” Is Exaggerated. 


Mrs. Whitehouse’s belief ir the exist- 
ence of New York society was corrobo- 
rated by Mrs. Allison Wright Post, the 
former Katharine Beekman Hoppin She 
commented on the eagerness of the 
“medium marrieds” and “younger mar- 
rieds” of social prominence for amuse- 
ment, but asserted that accounts of 
their wildness were “ridiculously exag- 
gerated” by sensation seekers. 

All the society women questioned 
agreed that New York’s society no 
longer had one center, as in the old 
days. Newport, Southampton and 
Westchester were named as the ew 
centers where social supremacy was de- 


cided. They pointed out. that the groups 
that sojourned together in the summer 
almost invariably entertained each 
other in the winter. Hobbies also deter. 
mine the membership of the, different 
social sets, they said. Racing, hunting 
and yachting were cited as the meeting 
grounds for different groups, All of 
these sets have leaders. rather than one 
supreme dictator who decides who. is 
“in” and who is “beyond the pale.” 

At Newport the Vanderbilts were 
spoken of as the group. This does not 
mean that they pass or blackball all 
aspirants to Newport society, it was 
pointed out; but those who are enter- 
tained at Vanderbilt mansions are con- 
sidered “accepted.” 


Contacts for Amusement. 


For amusement’s sake the Newport 
crowd “takes up” with many charm- 


ing, amusing people who fall far below 
the requirements for social aristocracy 
They do so because they become bored 
with each other and prefer variety of 
experience. They find it more fun to 
“play with a lot of people of all sorts” 
than to rest austerely on their dignity 
and the negative pleasure of keeping 
up the bars.

The new order of social aristocracy 
accepts the invitations of social climb- 
ers, if the entertainment Is lavish and 
novel enough. They don’t care who 
pays the bills, as long as they can have 
an evening’s amusement. In a way 
they are indiscriminate because they 
mix with all sorts of people. Yet in 
their own: minds they still preserve the 
social barriers New York society 1s 
concentrating on pursuit of variety 
but this does not mean that it no long- 
er exists. 

The annual Junior Assemblies were 
citel by several of the society women in- 
terviewed as “soclety’s acid test,” where 
great wealth was no help in securing 
invitations. This was scouted by oth- 
ers, who maintained that even this in- 
stitution was susceptible to the lure 
of gold and maintained that New York's 
ristocracy was no longer maintained 
fh any organization, but rather in the 
hearts of the socially elect. They de- 
fined it as a state of mind rather than 
membership in any particular organi- 
zation. 

All those questioned steadfastly main- 
tained that New York Society with the 
big S was in a healthy and active con- 
dition in spite of the new social free- 
dom manifest everywhere. They proph- 
esied that society’s inner circle of the 
elect would never disappear, no mat- 
ter how many upstarts got their names 
in the Society Register and on the ros- 
ter of the Junior League. In their 
opinion, Mrs. Vanderlip was all wrong, 
because she confused conglomerate so- 
clal life with conglomerate society.

Last Week of 1928 Is 
Important One in 
Many Cases. 


Sharkey - Stribling to 
Revive Interest in 
Heavyweights. 


By ALAN J. GOULD 
(Assciated. Press Sports Editor). 


EW YORK, Dec. 30 (A. P.).—The 
old year is going out with a 
flourish, anyway, whether the 
subject at discussion happens to be golf, 
football, boxing, baseball or the more 
academic angles of how the American 
Olympic teams should be handled. 
Here are a few of the main prospects 
that the last week of the old year seems 
willing to assure the new: 


1. A revival of heavyweight ac- 
tivity, with Sharkey and Stribling 
to fight in Miami Beach February 27 
as the advance skirmish of a season 
likely to see Jack Dempsey reappear 
for the grand climax. 

2. A minimum of rules changes, 
if any, for the 1929 gridiron season. 

3. The assurance that the Pacific 
Coast will be host to two of the 
main golf fixtures with the P. G. A. 
as well as the National Amateur 
definitely assigned to California 
courses, 

4. Prospective tests of Heydler’s 
ten-man team proposal by Brooklyn 
and other National League baseball 
clubs and a perhaps significant ad- 
dition to the ranks of major league 
magnates in William F. Kenney, 

‘fmillienaire contractor and close 
friend of Gov. Smith, as new holder 
of a fifth interest in the New York 
Giants. 

5. Notice served upon the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union that, in spite 
of peace gestures, its hold upon the 
control of the American Olympic 
Association again will be challenged 
by the National Collegiate A. A. 


It seems clear to the experts that the 
heavyweight “eliminations” for 1929 
will. be much more abbreviated than 
usual and involve no more than five 
outstanding figures— Stribling and 
Sharkey, matched in the first test in 
Florida; He-saey and Paulino, probable 
opponents in a later elimination, and 
Denipsey, prepared to meet the survivor 
in a final championship test. 

Some doubt exists as to Dempsey’s 
exact intentions, which may be all for 
the best interests of the New Year's 
ballyhoo, but his return to the ring is 
considered essential if any definite or 
profitable work is to be accomplished 
in the selection of Gene Tunney’s suc- 
cessor. 

Whatever doubt there was that 
Dempesey’s retirement from activity 
wouk. produce a sharp drop in the gate 
receipts was removed in 1928. It is, 
therefore, a simple matter of arithmetic 
to figure the value of his comeback in 
1929 

Against Paulino, Heeney or Sharkey, 
Dempsey’s chances of regaining title 
re@ognition probably would be consid- 
ered excellent; but Stribling, if he 
comes through the main preliminary 
tests, might furnish another story. The 
one-time Georgia schoolboy has caught 
the fancy of Tex Rickard and may final- 
ly fulfill the race promise he showed 
in his early rise to prominence afew 
years ago. 


There isarefreshing touch to the 
comment of Edward K. Hall, the 
chairman of the national rules com- 
mittee, on the development of a 
more even break for the gridiron 
underdogs during the 1928 foot- 
ball ‘season: 


“When a game has apparently been 
‘put on ice’ in the first half, it is un- 
doubtedly bitter medicine for the 
friends of the winning teams to sce 
the ice melt away during the second 
half under a change of tactics and a 
spirited comeback: by the supposedly 
defeated team, but it is a mighty good 
thing for the sport. 

“It may be a keen disappointment 
to the supporters of ‘the’ best team we 
have had for years’ to see the hoped- 
for 100 per cent record for the season 
shattered by one or two defeats. But 
after a little reflection, tempered with 
a bit of philosophy, they must agrees 
with all sport lovers that this does 
not constitute a national calamity and 
that for the good of the game it is a 
wholesome thing to have victories and 
defeats reasonably distributed. 

“The period in the history of Ameri- 
can rugby football when the outcome 
of most games was a foregone conclu- 
sion and when many teams went 
through the season withoyt a chance 
of winning a fair proportion of their 
games was not the ..period when the 
boys of the schools and colleges of the 
country were getting the greatest val- 
ues from this greatest of academic 
sports.”

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“Big Ed” Morris, of Red Sox, 
Makes Good on Third T rial 


Pitcher, After 8 Years Effort to Earn Major 
League Berth, Become Ace of Boston Staff; 
Tight Uniform Affected Control. 


T TOOK Ed Morris, sensational 
1 pitcher of the Boston Red Sox, eight 

Agi to make the big show An old 
saying used to be “Three times and 
out.” With Morris it has been “Three 
times and in.” And how? 

For eight years Big Ed had been try- 
ing to make the major leagues. In fact, 
back in 1920, when he signed with 
Bradenton, Fia., for $135 a month, he 
passed up $250 he was making pitching 
semipro ball just for the chance to 
start in organized baseball and reach 
the top. 

Eight ae years. Seven of those years 
were spent in pitching for three South- 
ern League clubs. He never had a very 

tentious record but three major 
eague scouts who looked him over 
thought him worth while. The Chicago 
Cubs tried him out in 1922 and sent 
him back after working him twelve in- 
nings. “Too wild,” they said. Cincin- 
nati tried him in 1925 and chased him 
back. Ed had a sore arm. 


There Is no denying the fact that 
Morris was the sensation among the 
first year men of the American © 
League for 1928 and his work was 
all the more surprising when you 
figure out his 1927 record with Mo- 
bile. With the latter he won fifteen 
and lost seventeen, walked 131 hat- 
ters, hit fourteen and had six wild 
pitches. 


Nothing to enthuse over. Nothing to 
indicate that the holder of such a 
record would win nineteen and lose but 
fifteen es for Boston, a tallender in 
the matores that he would allow less 
than one hit to an inning and walk 
only 76 batters in 257 innings; that he 
would master every other club in the 
league. And Manager Bill Carrigan 
picked no soft spots for Big Ed. To 
the contrary, Ed had to battle with 
the best pitchers the opposition could 
send him. Being the Red Sox ace, he 
had to pay the penalty. 

But it is some honor to become the 
ace of a major league pitching staff 
the first year and in so doing, Ed, at 
the age of 29, has followed the ex- 
ample of Dazzy Vance, who did not 
make the grade in the big show until 
he was 29 and had performed ten sea- 
sons in the minor leagues. 

Contrel, now one of Morris’ long 
suits, was his greatest fault in 1927. 

“But,” say Ed, “There was a mighty 
good reason and I did not discover 
ft until the season was almost over. 
You see, I am built like a wrestler on 
the right side. My right shoulder is 
abnormally large. With the season 
only a week to go, 1 asked Umpire Bill 
Brennan if I could not cut a piece out 
of my shirt so as to give my arm more 
play. He told me to go ahead and do 
so and what a difference it made with 
my pitching. I could put the ball just 
where I wanted to. This year, I had 
a shirt built to fit me. 


“Then,” he centinued, “you must 
remember Il am working for a man 
who has shown me how to im- 
prove my curve ball, develop my 
control and use what I have. Mr. 
Carrigan does not sign me on 
every pitched ball but he does ex- 
pect me to remember what he has 
told me between innings.” 


Morris takes great pride in the fact 
that Babe Ruth was not able to call 
him “Cousin” during the 1928 cam- 
paign. In fact he felt pretty cocky 


after his first game against the Yan- 


kees last spring, a game in which he 


replaced Simmons with two on, no one 
out and Koenig, Ruth and Gehrig com- 
ing up. Big Ed caused Koenig to force 
Shealy at third. He worked carefully 
on Ruth and Babe forced Combs, Then 
he really bore down and struck out 
Gehrig. 

Not only did Morris prevent Ruth 
from hitting for a homer but he 
mystified the entire Yankee team to 
the same extent, the only four-sackers 
made off him being by Cissell of the 
White Sox, Brannon of St. Louis and 
Miller of the Athletics. 

“Joe Sewell,” says Morris, “is the 
toughest man tn the league for me to 
pitch to. You simply have got to give 
him good balls. The whole Cleveland 
team was my jinx. I beat the Indians 
once, but they took three from me and 
knocked me off the rubber twice.” 


Before Uncle Sam broke Into the 
great war Morris, a native of Brew- 
ton, Ala., enlisted in the United 
States Mrrines and was stationed 
at Pensacola. At first he played 
third base or the outfield for the 
Marines, then shifted to first base, 
and finally to pitching. When his 
terr was up he was invited to 
pitch for Palmer College, a little 
educational institution in north 
Florida. 


Along came a professor one day and 
asked : 

“How does it happen, Mr. Morris, that 
I do not see you in-any of my classes?” 

“I came to pitch, not to attend 
classes,” replied Morris. 

1 did not understand we had a 
course in baseball,” continued the in- 
structor. “We will have to take your 
case naer consideration.” 

And the next day Morris found him- 
sel. on his way back to Brewton. But 
it was not long before the offer came 
from Bradenton, an offer inspired by 
Lance Richbourg, coach at University 
of Florida, against whose team Ed had 
pitched 

“I have been a long time reaching the 
big show,” says Ed, in reviewing his ca- 
reer. “But now that I am up and have 
shown I can win for a tall-end team, 
Iam going to do my best next season 
to prove I am not a false alarm. And 
as long as I have the confidence I guess 
I'l) come through.”

New York, Dec. 30.—For the first 
time in the history of New York sports- 
dom, hurling, the ancient Irish game 
often referred to as “Irish hockey,” will 
be played indoors. Madison Square 
Garden has been engaged for a hurling 
match for Wednesday evening, Febru- 
ary 20. 

The sport played outdoors during the 
spring and summer has a large follow- 
ing in this city. In the days of Celtic 
Park crowds numbering as high as 20,- 
000 have witnessed hurling contests. 
It is the opinion of sporting men that 
the game will prove popular as an in- 
door sport, not only among the Irish, 
but sport lovers of other nationalities 
as well. The Gaelic Athletic Associa- 
tion will meet.on January 8 to select 
the teams that will take part in the 
contest. The event is being staged for 
the benefit of the New York Foundling 
Hospital.

Arcadia was twice taxed to capacity.

HEN the Prep School Basket 

Ball League opens its season 

on Wednesday, January 16, 
with the Gonzaga and St. John’s quin- 
tets playing at the Boys’ Club, an- 
other effort to revolutionize schoolboy 
sports here will have been attempted.

This would give the 
city real schoolboy championship 
teams and afford additional competi- 
tion and interest in school sports from 
season to season. 


Around the basket ball series 
will hinge the success of the en- 
tire movement. What effect it will 
have on the players, schools and 
followers alike hangs in the bal- 
ance. From the tnterest being 
manifested at this writing, though, 
a successful start is in prospect. 


When the idea of the Prep School 
Basket Ball League was first broached 
by Orre] Mitchell, well known sports 
figure in the city, all of the schools 
concerned were in favor of its trial. 
Obstacles presented themselves, how- 
ever, in the way of eligibility rules, 
which drew much controversy, with 
the result that only the Gonzaga, St, 
John’s and Devitt schools were able to 
come together on the subject. Emer- 
son drew entirely out of it, from a 
basket ball standpoint, because the 
rules were too strict to apply to its 
players, while Georgetown Prep and St, 
Albans were unable to consider the 
proposition, as their schedules had 
been officially compiled. 

It is in the baseball and football 
season, however, where all of the teams 
wlll be brought into the contact, it is 
believed. Gonzaga, St. John’s and 
Devitt are already arranging their 
schedules to make room for league 
games, while Emerson, Georgetown 
Prep and St. Albans are making every 
effort to either bring their players 
down to the age limit required in the 
eligibility rules, or arranging their 
schedules to make room for the league 
games.

“In order that listeners, Government 


| supervisors and inapectors may readily 


identify broadcasting stations now op- 
erating on the new assignments, it is 
@uggested that all broadcastrs announce 


¢ their call letters or identify their sta- 


tions briefly more frequently than once 
during the fifteen-minute period, as 
directed by goneral order 8. 


Delay Is Permitted. 


“The commission does not desire that 
programs be interrupted or interfered 
with by such announcements, but feels 
that, in view of the fact that thousands 
of listenere are endeavoring to identify 
stations heard, and because the Depart- 
ment of Commerce field men are check- 
ing stations as to their frequencies, the 
frequent announcement of call letters 
Will permit the logging of stations on 
their new assignments. It is also be- 
lieved that such a practice will be of 
acivantage to the station, as well aa the 
listener.” 

Apparently, this reminder didn’t sink 

in, for shortly thereafter Mr. Butman 
lasued another communique to the 
broadcasters, which read: 
_ “By direction of the Federal Radio 
Commission, lam edvising you that the 
radio division of the Department of 
Commerce has been requested to have 
ite radio supervisors check all broad- 
cesting stations with a view to ascer- 
taining whether or not they are com- 
plying with general order No. 8; issued 
May 5, 1927, which reads as follows:

“It is understood, however, that this 
Pequirement is waived when such an- 
nouncement would interupt a single 
consecutive speech or musical number, 
and in each case the announcement of 
tne call letters and jocatign snall be 
Made at the beginning and end of such 
Humber. 

“*This order becomes effective at 
12:01 a. in. Wednesday, May 11, 1927, 
and will remain in force until further 
notice.’ 

“The radio division has been request- 
ed to report any violations of this or- 
der, and the secretary has been in- 
structed to bring such reports to the 
attention of the commission, with the 
understanding that stations failing to 
observe this order will be cited to ap- 
pear before the commission at a date 
to be determined by the commission.” 


Complaints Are Requested. 


We have not yet heard of any an- 
nouncer being cited for failure to con- 
fide to the waiting world the call let- 
ters of his station. Not that we are 
after any particular announcer's scalp, 
but like many another at this season 
of the year, we have a new radio sét 
which we are trying to log and would 
like ita know what stations we are Iis- 
tening to without sitting up half the 
hight to find out.
